the street railway system has been 
practically at a standstill. 
Deprived 


of its franchises by lapses, unable to 
loat any bonds, and wholly* uncertain 
of its future, the company has made 
few extensions and 
replaced 
little 


equipment. 
The result is a worn- 


out, inadequate system, whose serv- 
ice has been made barely 
tolerable 


by tho reduction of fares to between 
three and four cents and the grant- 
ing of universal transfers. 


In April, 
1913, the 
people 
of 


Detroit voted four to one for the 
principle of municipal ownership, and 
adopted a new charter which author- 
ized sale of bonds up to $11,000,000 
and the mortgaging oif the railway 
property for the rest of the cost of 
purchase. A commission was named 
to arrange a plan of purchase, but 
the proposal of this commission was 
rejected on Tuesday. 


The company has signed a contract 


of sale under this plan, but it was 
vigorously opposed by many support- 
ers of municipal ownership on the 
ground that the price was not stated 
—decision on that point being left 
to the six Circuit Judges of Wayne 
county. 
It was called the "pig-in-a- 


poke plan," though the Judges were 
directed to fix a "fair and reasonable 
price, all things considered." 
The 


voters chose to bear those ills they 
have, rather than rush to others 
they know not of.- While some new 
plan is hatching, Detroit must con- 
tinue to endure miserable service. 


The plain lesson of Detroit's long 


suffering and retarded progress, be- 
cause of its interminable debate, is to 
avoid the municipal ownership pit- 
fall. While the public is beguiled by 
dreams of ownership and 
manage- 


ment under local governments tha| 
are none too efficient in managinf
